ordinances. The telegraph and tele- 
phone lines are operated by the gov- 
ernment and in most cases the local 
authorities handle the censorship. 
They are apt to be strict, or even 
arbitrary, according to their local in- 
terpretation of regulations. In addi- 
tion, in event of local disturbances, 
the authorities are directly interested 
in seeing that their side of the case 
is represented. 
Vernacular Press Hard Hit. 

“Official” news is given every op- 
a wg to.circulate, while: the news 
of the vernacular press, sympathetic 
with the Gandhi cause, is handicap- 
ped. To offset the restrictions on 
their version of happenings, the na- 
tional congress organization in the 
larger centers has taken to issuing 
mimeographed bulletins. For defiance 
of an ordinance prohibiting such bul- 
letins, which resulted in the creation 
of a sort of “bootleg” press, several 
congress leaders were imprisoned for 
periods of nine months upwards. 

The government subsequently or- 
dered that such mimeographed bulle- 
tins be registered as “newspapers” 
The independence leaders have defined 
the order, and in some parts of India 
are building up an underground sys- 
tem of communication by sending out 
couriers by train and on foot into the 
rergote villages, carrying back secret- 
ly written reports. 

Involuntary censorship includes the 
natural restrictions on the dissemina- 
tion of unbiased news reports in a 
country such as Idia. The average 
American, accustomed to having news 
from even the remotest hamlets in his 
country reported rapidly and accurate- 
ly, would find it_hard to conceive of 
the situation in India. 

y Pleasing News. 

Because of the vast extent of India 
with its 500,000 towns and villages 
and the lack of direct, quick communi- 
cation with the more remote districts, 
news travels slowly. The close inter- 
nal censorship on the transmission of 
news by telegraph and telephone pre- 
vents the news from reaching the big 
centers, the natural source of general 
distribution. 

Th nationalist press is naturally the 
hardest hit. The news which finds 
the quickest transmission and most 
general distribution is handled by the 
semi-official agency, which catries 
only reports pleasing to the govern- 
ment. Besides the outright suppres- 
sion of messages unfavorable to the 
government, there is much delay in 
transmission. The writer, during his 
recent visit to India, found much of 
the news in the provincial press from 
two to four days old. The manager 
of the Swaraj (home rule) Press As- 
sociation told the writer he has sheafs 
of notifications of the outright sup- 
pression of the association’s dispatches 
to provincial newspapers. Attempts 
to evade the censorship would lead to 
suspension of the newspaper. 

Telephones Banned. 

Such a situation naturally leads to 
great difficulty in the accurate re- 
porting of the news to the outside 
world. Most outside newspapers or 
press associations cannot afford to 
maintain their own correspondents in 
more than half a dozen or a dozen of 
the large, natural news centers of 
India. Ordinarily, that number would 
be sufficient, but for the reasons of 
internal censorship outlined above, 
news does not flow to the big conters 
as it naturally should, The natural 
current of news is interrupted or re- 
stricted. 

At some points, the use of the long- 
distance telephone for private calls is 
prohibited. 

More and more the workings of the 
press ordinance, now in force, stifle 
the source of news from Swaraj 
sources and facilitates the flow of of- 
ficial news. The ordinance required 
heavy cash deposits from newspapers 
to insure come with the regula- 
tions. Many Swaraj organs were put 
out of business, as they could not raise 
the money, Others ceased voluntarily 
in protest. 


Naturally, the reports of happenings,) 


from both the official and Swaraj 
sources emphasize their own “side of 
the case to the detriment of the other, 
The writer found such instances on 
every hand during his tour of India, 
and any attempt to measure the two 
and strike a balance would be futile. 

There is little doubt, with the pos- 
sible exception of Russia, that it is 
more difficult to get_prompt and un- 
biased news out of India than from 
any other major country. It is not 
due entirely to the censorship, but to 
physical and other factors, especially 
the lack of close news organization 
existing in European or American na- 
tions,

GREAT FAIR WILL BE TWO YEARS LATE 


But Centennial Will Be 1 933 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—(#)—Chicago 

ins its second century of existence 
tomorrow. 

In spite of the fact that elaborate 
preparations are under way to cele- 
brate the official centennary of the 
city’s founding in 1933 with a world’s 
fair, the history of the town really 
dates from August 4, 1830. 

On that day the settlement known 
as Fort Dearborn disappeared from 
marsh flats along the Chicago river 
and for the first time the name “Chi- 
cago” was applied to the community 
after James Thompson completed, 
published and filed for record his plat 
of the town. 

The plat, which is still in the pos- 
session of the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety, showed a “city” three-eighths of 
a mile square along the banks of the 


river, bounded by State, Desplaines, 
Kinzie and Madison streets. 

The seven families residing here 
lived within the limits of the military 
reservation, which was not included in| 
the survey. 

There was no city politics, for there 
were no aldermen, no mayor nor 
trustees. Charles Dunn; Dr. Jayne, 
of Springfield, and Edmund Roberts, 
of Kaskaskia, trustees of the Illinois! 


'for counties. 
‘was named for George Rogers Clark, 
ithe hero of Kaskaskia, IIlL., 


the real first city fathers of Chicago. 
Thompson was selected by these 
trustees as official surveyor. His job 


was to lay out the route of the pro- 
posed canal and to plat a city at 
either end. Ottawa, IIl., was the town 
at the southern end. 

Contrary to popular belief, most of 
the streets in what is now Chicago's 
famous Loop District were not named 
after the early presidents of the Unit- 
ed States, even though they bear their 
names. Washington street was named 
after Washington county, which ad- 
joined Thompson's home county of 
Randolph down _ state. Randolph 
street was named after the surveyor’s 
home county and Madison street de- 
rived its name also from a county near 
Thompson’s home. Franklin, Jeffer- 
son and Clinton streets were named 
Clark street, however,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(/)— 
Record heat this summer over the con- 
tinent has caused the most distress 


ever experienced by the fish popula- 
tion of the United ‘States and its ad- 
jacent waters, the United States bu- 
reau of fisheries said today in describ- 
ing complaints it has received. 
Streams low or entirely dried up, 
lakes the same, cold spring-fed brooks 
heating up as their sources fail and 
their contents shrink, and sea water 
encroaching up the tidal estuaries at 
the river mouths, are all points told 
in the tidings of disaster that have 
crowded in for weeks to the bureau. 
The finny tribes have already been 
decimated and destroyed to a degree 
that is incalculable, the announce- 
ment said, and the seekers of fish for 
sport and food will be ruefully aware 
of the losses for many seasons to come. 
“This maintenance of heat and 
drouth over almost the entire conti- 
nental area is beyond our experience,” 
said Lewis Radclyffe, deputy commis- 
»Sioner of the bureau, in recounting 
some of the troubles that are being 
faced. 
“Tt has unremittingly struck at fish 
life everywhere, and has drawn forth 
all the efforts of the state and na- 
tional protective organizations in an 
etfort only partially successful in sav- 
ing the stocks. - 
“All of the cold water game fish, 
such as trout, began to show signs of 
the stress weeks ago; as the “‘tempera- 
tures of their brooks and streams ran 
up there were wholesale endeavors to 
seine them out and transfer them to 
greater streams where they might live.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 3.—(/)—A 
campaign featured by attacks on Gov- 
ernor Clyde M. Reed, seeking the re- 
publican renomination, tonight  vir- 
tually had been closed and the out- 
come of an unusually enlivened Kan- 
sas primary will be placed in the 
hands of the voters Tuesday. 

Governor Reed, outspoken opponent 
of the federal farm board’s proposal 
for wheat acreage reduction in Kan- 
sas, the country’s major producer of 
the grain, is opposed by Frank 
“Chief” Haucke, former state com- 
mander of the American Legion. 
Haucke, a member of the state legis- 
lature, has the support of a group 
of party leaders headed by David W. 
Mulvane, republican national commit- 
teeman, 

Personalities have been flung freely 
in the spirited campaign. Both sides 
claim a victory. Governor Reed has 


asked another term on the record of co 


his first. Haucke’s campaign man- 
ager has defined the main issue of the 
campaign as the chief executive's 
“peculiar unfitness for office.” 

The voters also will elect the party 
nominees for two United States sena- 
torships, the state’s eight seats in the 
house of representatives, a complete 
set of state officials and 125 repre- 
sentatives to the state legislature. . 

Overshadowing all others in public 
interest, the majority party contest 
for the republican nomination for gov- 
ernor has been the focus of attention 
since the campaign opened. 

Of the state’s two republican sena- 
tors, only Senator Henry J. Allen has 
opposition in the primary. Senator 
Arthur Capper’s right to a third term 
will be contested at the November 

eneral election by Jonathan M. 
avis, who is unopposed for the demo- 
cratic nomination for the position. 
Each of the trio is a former governor 
of the state. 

Senator Allen has made only a brief 
campaign to obtain the party nomina- 
tion for the remainder of the senate 
term of Vice President Curtis, whom 
he succeeded as an appointee of Gor- 
ernor Reed. 

He is opposed by Representative W. 
H. Sproul, of the third Kansas dis- 
trict; Ralph Snyder, former president 
of the Kansas farm bureau, and James 
F. Getty, Kansas City attorney and 
former member of the senate, 

The state’s six other republican 


ngressmen seek another term and 
three of them have opposition in their 
party. The lone democratic congress- 
man from Kansas, Representative W. 
A. Ayres, is unopposed for nomination 
for an eighth term. 

There are only four contests on the 
democratic state ticket, including one 
between George McGill, Wichita, and 
Charles Stephens, Columbus, both at- 
torneys, for the short term senatorial 
nomination, and another between 
Harry M. Woodring, former § state 
commander of the American Legion, 
and Noah Bowman, a member of the 
legislature for the party nomination 
for governor.

GOVERNMENT WITHESS 
N ORY CASE JAILED 


Walter Caffee Held in Ma- 
con, Accused of Violating 
Prohibition Law. 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 3.—(#)—Wal- 
ter Caffee, star witness for the gov- 
ernment Saturday in the inquest over 
the body of Herman Warr, informer, 
is a prisoner in the Bibb county jail, 
accused of violating the prohibition 
law, it became known late Sunday 
night. 

Caffee was taken to jail Saturday 
night, it develops, following the in- 
quest, when his bondsman surrendered 


him. 

Caffee is the man whom federal of- 
ficers stated had helped lay the “trap” 
which was to result in the capture 
of A. L. Patterson in a delivery of 
whisky Friday night, but which re- 
‘sulted in a pitched’ battle between 
‘liquor runners and federal prohibition 
‘enforcement officers, Warr being 
| killed. 

Patterson at the inquest established 
an alibi, showing by witnesses that he 
was at a bridge party while the battle 
was being waged. 

Deputies have spread a dragnet for 
the capture of Frank Duhart, negro 
driver of the liquor wagon, who is be- 
lieved to hold the only key to what 
really happened in the rum raid battle. 

Caffee was a laborer on Patterson's 
place. =f 

Since it was found from the testi- 
mony of three Macon people at an 
inquest touching the death of Herman 
Warr, the slain liquor informer, that 
the white,man who is believed to have 
killed him was not A. L, Patterson, 
as federal agents testified, the iden- 
tity of the killer has been blotted out. 

Solicitor-General Charles H. Gar- 
rett, who conducted the inquiry at 
the inquest, said Sunday that although 
“the officers were undoubtedly mis- 
taken” in their identification of Mr. 
Patterson, the evidence still indicates 
that some white man stood with 
Frank Duhart and fired on the fed- 


eral officers when they tried to cap-| 


ture the pair with a wagon loaded 
with gallon jugs of liquor. 

A farm hand testified that he “un- 
derstood” Mr. Patterson was to have 
been at the scene of the battle at the 
time it occurred, and a share farmer 
testified that he saw Mr. Patterson’s 
car leaving the scene. The dry agents 
swore that the moonlight unmistak- 
ably revealed Mr. Patterson standing 
beside the wagon and later wielding 
his gun in the smoke of the battle. 

Dr. C. A. Hilbun, Miss Inez Min- 
ter and Harry Fowler. testified, how- 
ever, that from 8:30 until after mid- 
night Mr. Patterson wag playing 
bridge on Dr, Hilbun’s front porch 
at Rivoli. As the killing occurred at 
about 10:15, this completely absolved 
Mr. Patterson..

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UTILITIES LEAD 
BOND ADVANGE

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—(/)—Steady 
improvement in the price of utility 
obligations in the face of a large vol- 
ume of new financing was an out- 
standing feature of the bond market 
last week. 

The advance made by the highest 
grade utility issues on the New York 
stock exchange during the week was 
surpassed only by railroad obligations 
which have provided the leadership in 
the rise in bond values. Bond houses 
believe this a good sign as there has 
_been strong competition from new 
issues which in a fortnight surpassed 
| $200,000.000. Most of the utility flo- 
‘tations have been an insatiable de- 
| mand. 

Bond, men say that the reluctance of 
‘institutions to bid briskly for sea* 
| soned issues, whigh quickly respond 
to nominal inquiry, and the amount of 
new utility financing probably account 
for the thin market in bonds of this 
description. The new financing so 
far has not been a handicap to prog- 
ress, 

Kighty-two per cent of the offerings 
last week, which totaled $118,968,000, 
was for utility companies. Three issues 
accounted for all but $4,000,000 of the | 

$97,974,500 worth of utility offerings. | 

these being the $50,000,000 General 
Gas and Electric short-term issue, 
$25,000,000 Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company offerings, and $18,854,500 
Ohio Edison Company loan. 

Offerings for July contributed $734,- 
752.777 to the large volume of bond 
issues which have appeared this year. 
Of that ‘amount $228,925,000 came 
from public utilities.
